Navy’s Latest Report Jumps 


Enemy Losses To 28 In ^ 


Great Solomon Fight

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 — The 
United States navy dealt the Jap- 
anese fleet the most disastrous de­ 
feat in modem naval warfare, it 
became apparent today, with dis­ 
closure that enemy losses in last 
week’s three-day sea battle prob­ 
ably reached the staggering: pro­ 
portions of 28 
ships destroyed 
and IO more damaged. 
This setback, believed to have 
cost the Nipponese two battle­ 
ships, 
six heavy cruisers, 
two 
light cruisers, six destroyers and 
12 transports and cargo ships, be­ 
came even more crushing with 
news that Allied bombers sank 
another cruiser and a destroyer 
off New Guinea last night. 
The American sea victory in 
the Solomons grew in magnitude 
last night when the navy’s delay­ 
ed report on Saturday night’s bat­ 
tle off Guadalcanal island told of 
the sinking of a Japanese battle­ 
ship or heavy cruiser, three large 
cruisers and a destroyer. 
Battleships Thunder Into Fight 
United States battleships, men­ 
tioned for the first time in 
navy communique on the south 
western 
Pacific war, 
thundered 
into the fight, exchanging long- 
range wallops that forced the foe 
to turn and flee northward. 
While citing the sinking of the 
five warships and the damaging 
of another battleship, cruiser and 
a destroyer, the navy cautioned 
that “this report of damage may 
include some of the damage a1 
ready reported." 
A naval spokesmen expressed 
belief, however, that if there is 
any duplication, it probably is not 
extensive. 
The first report of the savage 
encounter with the Rising Sun’s 
war fleet from Nov. 13 to 15 told 
Monday of the destruction of 23 
Japanese vessels including a bat 
tieshlp and three heavy cruisers. 
Seven others, including a battle 
ship, were declared damaged. The 
communique also explained that 
details of the Saturday night bat 
tie “have not yet been received.” 
Near End Of Guinea Drive 
The latest Japanese naval losses 
off 
New 
Guinea’s 
northeastern 
coast, west of the Solomons, were 
described in a communique today 
from Gen. Douglas 
M acA rthur 
headquarters. 
The Allied troops, which opened 
an 
offensive 
against 
the 
New 
Guinea invaders early in Septem­ 
ber. neared the end of their drive 
as they forced the retreating Jap­ 
anese toward the coast between 
Gone and their Buna base. * 
With MacArthur taking person­ 
al charge of the final thrusts, the

Cleaning out this base of the 
Japanese would open the way to 
Allied Invasion of two other en­ 
emy-held bases on New Guinea, 
Lae and Salamaua. and also the 
important base at Rabaul on New 
Britain.

WEYGAND DECLARED 
JAILED BY GERMANS

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20 — Given up for lost in a dramatic nigfht 
battle off the Solomon islands a month ago, th# American light cruiser 
Boise steamed trios* pkaat!y4ato Philadelphia late yesterday, and today 
the Fourth naval district revealed stories of the epic individual heroism 
which has won the “one-ship fleet" a hallowed place in American naval 
history. 
Outnumbered and outgunned, the Boise wa* chiefly instrumental in 
❖sinking six Japanese warships in 
27 minutes of point-blank battle 
the night of Oct. 11-12 after inter­ 
cepting an enemy force moving to­ 
ward Guadalcanal. 
During her extraordinary achieve­ 
ment she wa* ripped, battered and 
enveloped 
in 
mast-high 
flames. 
Other craft in, the U.S. cruiser-de* 
troyer pack left her behind as fa­ 
tally stricken. 
But two hours later she steamed 
out of the darkness and took her 
accustomed place in the column. 
Some of the secrets of her epic 
victory were revealed today when 
the navy explained why 19 officers 
and men, four of them killed, re­ 
ceived decorations during her trip 
home. 
Lieut. Milo B. Evarts of Minne­ 
apolis received the navy cross be­ 
cause “fire broke out at his post, 
but he made no attempt to leave 
it,” the navy said. 
He was found 
dead at his post later. 
Minor Butler Poole of Clinton. 
Miss., gunner’s mate first class, 
got the navy cross after he “gave 
his life to prevent an explosion 
of ammunition. 
“He put on a gas mask and en­ 
tered a compartment to flood it 
during a fire. 
He was killed be­ 
fore achieving his mission.” 
'Lieut. Comdr. Edward C. Ken­ 
ney, medical corps, of Bucyrus, 
O., although under heavy fire, re­ 
moved wounded from shell-struck 
areas and “no wounded man under 
his charge died as a result of 
wounds received." 
Capt. E. J. (Mike) Moran, offi­ 
cer in command, made this an­ 
nouncement of the craft’s losses: 
“It is with deep regret that I 
report three officers and 104 men 
killed in this action.”

Plans To Borrow 9 Billions

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—With 
the cost of war now nearing the 
$6,000,000,000-a-month mark and al­ 
most equalling the amount spent 
for all consumer goods and ser­ 
vices in the entire nation, Uncle 
Sam 
today 
started 
oiling 
the 
biggest dual-action financing ma­ 
chine. 
First, the treasury set up plana 
to borrow during December ap­ 
proximately 19,000.000,000 — the 
moat money ever raised that way 
at any time in the world’* history. 
Second, It delved deeper into a 
re-study of a new tax program - 
expected to include come form of 
compulsory savings—which prob­ 
ably will be submitted to the new 
congress early next year. 
Secretary Morgenthau said the 
loan will be raised by stepping 
up sales of W ar Bonds and tax 
savings 
notes and 
by offering 
three 
new 
types 
of 
treasury 
securities “designed for every class 
and type of investor.” 
In addition to the new securi­ 
ties, Morgenthau said the treas­ 
ury hopes to take its borrowings 
deeper into the pockets of the 
average person by adding at least 
7,000,000 more income-earnere to 
the ranks of those already buying 
War Bonds on the payroll sav­ 
ings plan.

Nov. 20—Red army 
units pressed hard after fleeing 
Germans in the deep Caucasus to­ 
day, following up a major vic­ 
tory that eased Nazi pressure on 
the great Grozny oil field* near 
the Caspian sea and on the mili­ 
tary road leading south into the 
rich Trans-Caucasus. 
Latest front-line 
reports 
bore 
out the earlier impression that a 
major fascist force—'possibly four 
divisions of 45,000 men—was rout­ 
ed In a battle of several day* on 
the approaches to Ordzhonikidze. 
About 10,000 of the enemy were 
killed in this engagement and in 
another almost as important far to 
the north of the Valkhov front just 
below 
Leningrad, 
Russian 
com­ 
muniques said. 
Attaching “great significance’’ to 
the Soviet offensive in the Cau­ 
casus. Izveetia said “it serves as a 
signal which will be repeated on 
different sections of the front."

British, Americans 
Win First Round In 
Drive Near Bizerte

Third Of One German Panzer Unit Destroyed, Two Other 


Lines Hurled Back In Fighting; Battle Develops 


About 40 Miles From Axis-Held Naval Bast

Heavy fighting has developed in Tunisia, with the first 
round going to British and American combat teams driving to­ 
ward Bizerte and Tunis from several directions. 
A spokesman at the Allied headquartrs in North Africa 
said today that a third of one Nazi panzer column has been 
destroyed and two other columns hurled hack. 
Dispatches said the opening battle for control of the strategic 
North African buffer state developed between 30 and 40 miles from 
Bizerte, big Axis-held naval stronghold, with the Germans using their 
best medium tanks and dive-bombers. 
Allied losses were described as “minor”. 
American and British mechanized troops now have driven 50 
miles eastward from the Algerian frontier and are reported moving 
toward climactic assaults on Bizerte and Tunis, the capital. 
German headquarters gave a noncommittal version of the Initial 
clash, declaring: 
"In the Algerian-Tunislan frontier area, close-range German fight­ 
ers attacked enemy advanced units and De Gualle (Fighting French) 
units which attempted to stop our advance." 
Advance By German Pore* Shattered 
Allied headquarters said crack new American mobile artillery 
combined with British and French troops to shatter an advance by a 
German motorized force 20 miles south of the scene of the main tank 
battle. 
“It appears that tha Germans are digging in about 30 miles south­ 
west of Bizerte and in the Tunis area and are preparing to make 
their stand there," an Allied spokesman said. 
The spokesman declared that the French situation is “extremely 
confused", but that apparently almost all the rest of Tunisia, except 
Bizerte and Tunis either is controlled by pro-Allled French garrison* 
or occupied by the Allies themselves. 
Some French garrisons are In open conflict against German and 
Italian invasion forces. 
The spokesman said German losses in yesterday’* actions warn 
"quite heavy, but they are pouring In reserves and it looks like we 
are In for considerable fighting.*'

Allied vise, Marshal Erwin Rom- 
msl’s retreating armies in Libya

Berlin conceded that Axis troops 
have abandoned the port as Rom­ 
mel fell back toward the frontier 
of Italian Tripolltanl*. 
On the west. British and Ameri­ 
can troops swept over the coastal 
spur of the Atlas mountains and 
reached the plains and rail line 
which leads to Bizerte, Axis broad­ 
casts acknowledged. 
Latest dispatches said the power­ 
ful Anglo-American expeditionary 
column, commanded by Lieut. Gen. 
Kenneth A. N. Anderson, is surg­ 
ing ahead within 35 miles 
of 
Bizerte. 
Seventeen German armored ve­ 
hicles, including ll tanks, were 
wiped out by Allied patrols and 
parachutists in the race to relieve 
embattled French garrisons which 
were reported 
to have revolted 
against German-Itallan forces. 


French General Orders Attack 
After Rejecting German Ultimatum 
A Morocco radio broadcast aaid 
Gen. 
Barre, commander of the 
French North African protectorate, 
ordered 
a general offensive by 
French Tunisian troops at dawn 
yesterday after the German Gen. 
Walhter Nehring bluntly Instruct 
ed him to withdraw or join the 
the Axis. 
Other French troops from Oran 
in American-occupied Algeria, ar* 
reported moving east in full battle 
dress to join the Allied drive Into 
Tunisia.

Hitler Move* Mora Troops 
From Russia Toward Balkan Ar*s 
Across the Mediterranean, Adolf 
Hitler 
was

chine from the Russian front to 
protect the “under side" of Axis- 
conquered Europe or possibly for a 
new venture to counter the Allied 
offensive in North Africa. 
Dispatches from Ankara, Turkey, 
said 13 German divisions are mov­ 
ing from Russia toward the Bal­ 
kans and that IO Axis-Allied Hun­ 
garian divisions have left their 
home barracks for Greece. These 
23 divisions would total upward of 
200,000 troops. 


Britain’* Desert Armies 
Chalk Up Further Advances 
On the Libyan desert front, Brit­ 
ish headquarters reported that Gen. 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s vic­ 
torious Eighth array scored furth­ 
er advances yesterday both north 
and south of Bengasi lo pursuit of 
Rommel's retreating forces.

FELLO W was arguing the other day th a t the 
generation that shortly will be called to the 
colors (the 18- and 19-year-old kids) may be the 
hardest bolled bunch of youngsters this nation ever 
has summoned to war. I don’t think he m eant your 
own carefully-raised and w’ell-behaved children, sir, 
and madam. I think he m eant the neighbors’ chil­ 
dren. 
H e said it would be the jive generation th at in­ 
fests jukes and dance halls, speaks a lingo of Its 
own, drives stripped down, souped up jaloppies, 
drinks liquor and brings gray hair to the beans of 
m anagers of movie houses by taking possession of 
their joints and dancing in the aisles or busting up 
the show if the spirit moves. 
He said It will be the generation that, according 
to police reports, is responsible for the greatest 
increase of juvenile crime in history— the generation 
that has produced the young “zoot suit” ruffians, 
wearing weird apparel and guilty of num erous of­ 
fenses of violence. Remember, sir and madam, I feel 
sure he was not talking about your kiddies, but th* 
ones around the corner. 
You m ay be sure I did my best to shout him down. 
I contended that the present younger generation ta 
no worse, and may be a little better, than any other 
18-19 generation since the beginning of w hat we call 
modern civilization, w hatever that means, and th at 
the sam e things of which this generation is accused 
have been charged, in different forms—all summing 
up to orneriness—against every generation. 


rF YOU are middling old, you probably can look 
• back to the days when you were emerging from 
your ’teens and your elders saw no hope for you 
because you were guilty of rushing the can or play­ 
ing cards, possibly graduating into those immorali­ 
ties after a career of playing hookey, robbing or­ 
chards and committing other depredations against 
law and order. Maybe you flouted home authority 
and did a bit of brawling and hung out in saloons 
and carried on in a bawdy m anner generally, but as 
you view those actions in retrospect you perhaps a t­ 
tribute them to a normal exuberance of youth, not 
to a normal cussedness that you now may assign 
to a young generation that merely has devised inno­ 
vations in sim ilar misconduct. 
I deny the responsibility of the younger genera­ 
tion of this or any other period for nearly all trans­ 
gressions. I say that responsibility always belongs 
to their elders, beginning In the home with the par­ 
ents. If outside the home a generation is guilty of 
disorder I claim the people of a community gener­ 
ally are responsible and particularly today in those 
communities where opportunity for disorder is fos­ 
tered openly in the form of jukes and dance halls 
and the sale of liquor and the laxity of the author­ 
ities. 


T WAS no different when I was of a younger gen­ 
eration that saw open saloons and gambling and 
redlight districts in which the tithes from property 
rentals went to supposedly respectable citizens. It 
was no different with the younger generation of the 
20's th at saw its parents breaking the law of the 
land by drinking bootleg liquor and heroizing mob­ 
sters and it will be no different with the younger 
generations to come, unless their elders suddenly 
acquire a little sense. 
In any event. I feel that for the present younger 
generation there are extenuating circumstances that 
no other could claim, for, m ark you, this generation 
from the age of five to perhaps 15, lived in an era 
of the greatest economic generation the world ever 
has known.

The 
“blueprint 
for 
victory” 
goals set by the President shortly 
after this country went to war 
called for 60,000 planes this year 
and 125,000 in 1943, but Mr. Roose­ 
velt recently announced the 1942 
goal had been revised downward 
in order to shift emphasis to the 
heavier, harder-hitting types found 
necessary to meet strategic devel­ 
opments on the war front*.

British Leader’s ‘Son’ 
Declares Allies Can’t 
Win, Hits Jews, Reds

LONDON, Nov. 20 — A speaker 
introduced on the German radio 
Thursday night as John Amery, 
son of the British secretary of 
state for India, declared the Allies 
cannot win, denounced Jews and 
Communist* and appealed to the 
British people to “stop the war" 
against Germany. 
In London the British cabinet 
member, L. S. Amery, listened to 
the broadcast and then said: 
“The voice did not sound like 
my son’s nor did the material." 
The broadcast had been advertis­ 
ed widely by the Nazis in advance 
as a throe-star radio show which 
would feature addresses by young 
Amery, who was an invalid or sem i­ 
invalid at last verified reports; P. 
G. Wodehouse and Lord Haw-Haw. 
N either 
Wodehouse 
nor Haw- 
Haw was heard on the radio this 
time. 
Wodehouse. the British humorist 
who was taken captive by the 
Germans in their push into France 
in 1940. has spoken previously on 
the German radio and his utter­ 
ances have drawn criticism from 
the British public. 
Haw-Haw long ha* been identi­ 
fied as William Joyce. Brooklyn 
born. Irish by descent, later a fin­ 
ish subject and then a German citi­ 
zen by option and widely known 
propagandist for Goebbels. 
L. S. Amery’s son John had been 
living in the south of France to 
use the benefits of sunshine for a 
lung ailm ent and was supposedly 
still there when the Gormans over­ 


ran the previously unoccupied zone 
last week. 
The speaker on the German radio 
last night said: 
"There can no longer be a B rit­ 
ish victory. 
“Only fools think there might be 
an American victory.** 
Then he went into a long dia­ 
tribe. in 
the Haw-Haw manner, 
against Communists, the British 
alliance with Russia and Jews in 
London and New York.

COLUMBUS, Nov. 20—Ohio will 
mark the first anniversary of the 
Jap attack on Pearl Harbor with 
a statewide test of its defenses 
against possible air raids. 
Ralph H. Stone, state defense di­ 
rector, announced today that the 
first statewide mobilization of 200,- 
000 civilian defense workers will 
be staged Dec. 7 at 12:25 p. in., 
the hour of the Pearl Harbor raid. 
The public will not participate 
In the test, but air raid wardens, 


fire watchers, demolition crews and 
others will speed to the posts as 
sirens sound the alarm. 
Reports from 800 local councils 
will be used to determine civilian 
defense weaknesses and to strength­ 
en the system before a statewide 
blackout is ordered In three or 
four months.

Thoroughly blend table­ 
spoon mustard, teaspoon each salt 
and celery salt and one and one- 
half cups dark corn syrup. Add 
to beans and pork, mixing well. 
Place in earthenware baking dish 
or casserole, cover and bake at 
375* F. for one and one-half hours, 
uncovering during last 15 min­ 
utes of baking.

The Sunlit Road

Ville, a famous hostelry of Civil 
war days, was known the length of 
the Ohio river for its good food and 
excellent accommodations. During 
its span, the hotel housed many 
nationally known guests, Including 
a few who wrote their own place 
in history, 
Gen. John 
Hunt 
Morgan, the 
Confederate raider captured July 
26, 1863 between Gavers and West 
Point, spent the night at this hotel 
following his seizure. He present­ 
ed bis sword to his landlord-host, 
Thomas Whitacre. The weapon ha* 
been a cherished possession of the 
Whitacre family until the present 
day. 
Two years prior to the capture 
of Gen. Morgan, Abraham Lincoln 
spoke in February, 1861, from a 
platform erected beside the hotel. 
Lincoln was on his way to Wash­ 
ington for his first inauguration. 
Nine years later, in 1870, Whit­ 
acre traded the historic Inn to 
Philander Gaston for a mill and a 
100-acre farm along the Sandy-Bea- 
ver canal near 
the 
village 
of 
Clarkson. 
Gen. James W. Reilly of Wells­ 
ville was employed by the inter­ 
ested parties to take care of legali­ 
ties involved in the deal. 
Soon after the change of owner­ 
ship, the Wellsville hotel’s name 
was changed to the “Gaston house”. 
The letters of the new sign were 
large enough to be read in mid­ 
river. 
Passengers of Ohio river 
steamers and packets as well as 
those traveling on the C. and P. 
railway made it a point to stop 
over at the hotel and eat in the 
spacious dining room. Food was 
placed 
in 
quantities 
upon 
the 
tables and guests served 
them­ 
selves, family-style. 
However, Mr. Whitacre, did not 
like farming and rn 1873 began 
negotiations 
to trade 
the 
farm 
for the botel and Mr. Gaston re­ 
sumed the ownership of his mill 
and Mr. Whits re orcs more was 
in control of the hotel.

and curtailed transportation will affect the country, district and state 
classics for the 1,165 school*.

A lack of loaches already has 
forced more than 80 of the 916 
Class B school* to discontinue bas­ 
ketball. Inter-school b a s k e t b all 
schedules have been canceled by 
other small schools because of In­ 
ability to obtain adequate transpor­ 
tation facilities. 
There 
has 
been 
considerable 
speculation that the state finals 
might be postponed until after the 
war and only district tournaments 
held. There also has been talk that 
all tournament* would be called 
off. 
Last year, the Class A schools 
held regional eliminations after the 
district tournaments to decide en­ 
trants for the finals played at Kent. 
The ClaEs B tournament was held 
at Springfield. Both had to be 
shifted away from the Columbus 
I fairgrounds coliseum which wa* 
used for the American Bowling Con­ 
gress. 
The coliseum now is occupied by 
the army. Columbus afforded a 
central location with a minimum of 
travel for most teams. Location of 
the state tournaments away from 
here would force some teams to 
hurdle a more difficult transporta­ 
tion problem. 
Can’t Use School Busses 
High schools already are prohib­ 
ited from using school busses or 
chartering public carrier busses 
for athletic trips, leaving private 
automobile*, and regular bus and 
train service as the only travel 
means. 
Since school administrators will 
receive extra gasoline allowances 
under the rationing program, some 
athletic directors hope to use these 
private car* in transporting teams. 
Two automobile* would accommo­ 
date the average team. 
If tournaments are discontinued 
temporarily, moat high schools plan 
to continue basketball as a bene­ 
ficial physical conditioning sport. 
However, schedules may be ar­ 
ranged so that schools within cer­ 
tain areas play more games with 
each other. Now, schedules gener­ 
ally provide for a single home-and- 
home game.

NE of the most vital concerns of a 
nation at war is FOOD.

Many people will take these wartime 
measures with characteristic American good* 
humor, saying something like this: "Sure 
these doings are sort of bothersome—but 
imagine how annoying it would be to have 
Hitler sitting on top of the U. S. A. dishing 
it out!"

And it will be 
to the everlasting honor bf every housewife 
who will regard these events not as serious 
disturbances to her family’s well-being, but 
as opportunities for patriotic readjustments 
in her table fare which she will make with 
a joyous heart. 


She will remember that our nation is a 
Garden of Eden of productivity—and there* 
fore will not be afraid. 


She will reflect upon the truth that we can 
give up many of our table luxuries yet still 
be more lavishly provisioned than any other 
nation on earth. 


She will pride herself on the American 
home-woman’s gift of adaptability to new 
problems; she will welcome the adventure of 
creating the new plainer-living menus which 
will become the fashion even for the richest 
families. 


Tile American people are eager to share our 
great abundance with our armed forces and 
Allies. Shall we then be guilty of unwilling* 


ness to share with our neighbors? As between 
our conscience and our stomach which one 
will win? That is the question. 
The American home-worn an can help 
mightily if she will refuse to play a part in 
hysterical raids upon grocers’ shelves when­ 
ever more rationing is rumored or an­ 
nounced. 
She will help the grocer. He does not 
want the sales-volume derived from panic 
buying. He is struggling under increasing 
difficulties to keep his stocks widely selective 
and balanced so that each person may have 
an equal chance. In other words he is all out 
for the "Share-With-Your-Neighbor” policy. 
She will help herself. Panic buying creates 
artificial sVortages. The less panic buying the 
more food for all. 
She will help her country. Refusal to over­ 
buy is practical patriotism of the first order 
and a direct contribution to national morale. 
So—buy in a normal way according to 
your daily habit If you have to forego a few 
pleasures of the table because of scarcity, 
what of it? lf by so doing you sooner taste the 
fruits of Victory, isn9t that the most wonder­ 
ful bargain in the world?

similar exceptional circumstances, 
and tho whole procedure is left 
largely to individual boards. 


Meat Rationing Seama Nearer 
The meat rationing talk grows 
loader daily, with various solutions 
offered by government agencies on 
how to feed the home front—tho U. 
S. army and navy and the home 
fronts and armies aud navies of 
our alliea, too. 
"It’s going to mean skimping on 
the home front in America, even 
though we have plenty of meat for 
ordinary needs. These are not ordi­ 
nary times and w-e must recognize 
that food can be used as a wea­ 
pon.” one department of agricul­ 
ture official Mid. 
Until meat rationing begins, aet 
tentatively for January or Febru­ 
ary, civilian defense directors in 
eeveral states plan to launch “ share- 
the-meat” program* and acquaint 
housewives with meatless menus 
and meat nutritional substitutes.

Bake 15 minutes, then re­ 
duce heat to slow (325® F.) and 
bake about 4ft minutes, or until 
firm. 


NOTE: 21 teaspoons ground all­ 
spice or prepared pumpkin pie 
spice may be substituted for the 
cinnamon, nutmeg, ginger and 
cloves.
